The world over the farmer's family 
deserve the best of Qverylhlng to oat. 
not rich, greasy and sweet messes 
that will rot tholr teeth aud make 
them skinny and dyapeplic, and con- 
sume all the prollta from their farm 
bosidoa. Not by any means. But a 
varied diet of fruits, grains, vegeta- 
bles, flsli, poultry, milk, eggs and 
cream. That, with aclentlflc farm- 
ing, the means for schooling and get- 
ting on in the world that there are 
in tliia country will protliice trom our 
rural population, In lime, tlie lincsl 
race of men and women the world 
lias yet seen. It ought to bo so. and 
Is found lo be, if the American farm- 
er attends to his buaineas. 

The moat serioua lack to the pres- 
ent variety of rural diet is that of 
fresh llah. It la safe to say there are 
families of even well-to-do farmers 
wlio do not have a meal of it onco a 
year. Salt mackerel and codflsh are 
the best they can do in the flsh line. 
This country ia very big, and many 
of the boat farms in it are iar remov- 
ed from the soashotes and largo wa- 
ter courses, It Is much to bo regret 
ted, for fish is an important const! 
tuciit of a heathful diet. 

Tbo only way to remedy the defect 
la for every farmer to have his own 
lish pond. It ought to be as much a 
matter of course as the poultry yard 
or pig ])en. 

And every farmer can have a fish 
pond. Pisciculture has now roacbod 
such a point In this oouutry that tl 



The earp Iwloiigs to the gold fish 
lainily. .\ wril<.'r in The Southern 
(Jnltivalor, who has had experience 
in this line, says be knows of no in- 
vcslnicnt that will give abetter re- 
turn, lie put sixly-lhrec lish in a 
small poiid ill lS.s;l. A year later he 
put them into a larger pond, three- 
quarters of an acre in size, and found 
lurty-scven tine largo tlsli. That 
spring Ihoy spawned. In the fall the 
writer drew the water off. and found 
not less tlion M,(m lively little ilsb, 
three to nine inches long, lie says 
that witli gooil care an acre ponu 
will raise 2,U00 to 4,000 llah a year. 
Tliey should not he left lo tliemaelvea 
aliogetlior, but should be fed, like 
pigs and chickens. Like these, too, 
tbey can be trained perfectly to come 
at feeding time. They become so 
in time that tbey can even be caught 
with the hand. What fun it will be 
to the farm boys and glrla to feed and 
tamo them ' 

When well fed, they grow to fiftv 
and Kcvcnty-llvo iH)unds. They are 
good eating at it years old. In the 
old royal palace at Fontaiucbloau, 
I'' ranee, there Is a carp that is said to 
be 3(X) years of age. The old (bilow 
is blind as a bal, but still very lively 
at feeding time. He has llvedloiiger 
than any government has been able 
to do in Kiaiicc for a good while. 

The writer above mentioned sells 
Ills young earp to people in hia local- 
ity ioratoekingponda of their own 
The flab be has can be caught readily 
with hook and IIno,ho flnda, although, 
carp generally nan not \to. Ho (eods 
the lishes on bread, dough, boiled po 
I aloes, cabbage, green corn cut from 
the cob and grain of all kinda. The 
season for the carp to come upon the 
table Is October to May. This is just 
when fresh food is scareost. Tlie 
govornmont pamphlet gives pictures 
of tho various processes required In 
constructing a carp pond.

Ho rendered himself very obnoxious 
to tho land leaguers and through 
Iboin to the mimei oiis labor orjraniza- 
lions, ami 111!' result \V!is pro.si'rip- 
tioii. The land league forbade any 
member lo rent Boycott'a land aud 
all tradesmen of whatever class to 
sell bim any thing or buy any of his 
products.So thoroughly did the league 
hs.ve its work in Imiid lliit tbo iioor 
man was unable lo pureliaso even a 
pin and If his house had burned not 
a finger would have been raised to

Hon. I. A. Spalding's speech at the 
barbecue In this place last Saturday 
was a good and practical one. lie 
spoke two hours to a large nudieiuc 
uf ladies and ffeiitleiiii'ii, who iiKiiii- 
estcd niiii'li interest in what he said. 
His 1 hil l topir was the needed cban- 
rcs in the Constitution, and In poinl- 
ng them out he showed a thorough 
knowledge of the organic law of the 
Slate and its workings. The chang- 
es ami aildillons lie .-ii^'gcstcd should 
neet with tlie endorsement of every 
body having tlie Interest of the State 
n view and wlio ore lovers of good 
dcmoeralie government. 

He said in substance that the noni- 
iialion for tlie Legislature from the 
Democ racy came to bim unsolicited 
and that it was a sacrilico for hini 
x'culiarly and otherwise to accept It, 
mi that the fact that the ueoplu of 
tbo county had supi>orted him when 
be needed them im|ioIled himtoaervo 
tbein when called on. 

He vindicated the repulation of 
Union for lawlessness by comparing 
her criminal calendar with that of 
other counties in this aud other 
States, and by tha reoordmadein our 
home courts. He showed that the 
last term of our courtonly thirty-two 
indictments were returned, of which 
only four or live were for felonies, 
and that the number mentioned is 
smaller in comparison than in most 
any other county in tho State. He 
approved of our criminal code in tlie 
main and claimed that the fault was 
with the people and not with llie law 
that criminals are not brought to 
justice— that the hearty cooperation 
of the people with the officers of tho 
law Is esseiitittl to the successful ad- 
ministration of any system of law. 

II'; suggested Hull oiir judicial of- 
lii ors slioiiKI be elec ted lo a longer 
term of ollicc and that they bo made 
ineligible to a second term of office— 
that County Attorney's perform the 
duties of Commonwealth Attorney's. 

Ho urged Iho revislno of the reven- 
ue laws of the State. This lie says 
cannot satisfactorily be done during 
one term of tho leglslatui-e, hence be 
favors the appointing of a commis- 
sioner to revise the system between 
times to bo acted on by the succeeding 
Legislature. Ho showed wbcrciu 
the present system is cumbersome 
and expensive, that thousands of dol- 
lars are spent yearly by the State to 
supnoit pauper Idiots; that thia is 
pi-o«uctIve of fraud Is evidenced by 
the fact that nearly all of the paujier 
idiols ill the Stale are IVoni two ju- 
dicial districts, composed of the poor- 
est and most sparcely populated 
counties in tlio Slate ; thatiii(|uests of 
Idiocy are held over infants two 
weeks old in some counties, thus 
fastening them on the State. This 
abuse could be obviated by requiring 
every county to support its own idi- 
ots. 

He condemned tlio establishment of 
new counties and sliowod that no 
one of these are self-sustalniug. No 
territory should bp made Into a coun- 
ty iliui would not lie self-sustaining. 

He favored the restriction of the 
power to levy local taxes. To illus- 
trate the pernicious influence of Hie 
privilege he called attention to Louis- 
ville and her debt of rJ,U0O,0(X), and 
at the aggregate local debts of tho 
Stale arising I'roni local taxation of 
i|il'iO,000,000, an amount sufficient to 
bankrupt most any State of the Union. 
Ho thinks that every town should be 
Incorporated under a general law so 
arranged as to accommodate the de- 
mands of a growing municipal 
corporation. Tims the opinions of the 
Court of Appeals on municipal issues 
would be a light fee for tlie govern- 
ment of the various towns and cities 
of the SUIe. 

Ho condemned In unmeasured 
terms the practice of tbo Ijegislatiire 
in passing local legislation, and show- 
ed whore It cost the State 1100,000 
during every somIou of the Legisla- 
ture. He favored a general law un- 
der which the County Courts could 
transact tills class of business and its 
strict enforcement. Ho made many 
other valuable suggestions. Many of 
the changes he mentioned he showed 
could not be affected withoutacliange 
In the Constitution of the State, on 
which account he made a strong ap 
peal to tho people to turn out and 
vote for tbo calling ol a Constitution- 
al convention. 

' Wo took no notes of Mr. Spalding' 
speech, henoe it is impossible for us 
to give a systematic report of his 

speech. Tn consequence our snm- 
mary Is rude and dlsconnecteti. His 
speech was able, logical and exhaus 
live, and in spile ol^ the dryness of 
the subject ho succeeded in charming 
the attention ofhia audience through

TUCKIAW : 

Tho city had a deserted appearance 
last Saturday. All of tho Govern- 
ineiit buildings and most of the 
private business houses were closed. 
The President and all of his Cabinet 
accompanied by a large number of 
officials, togellier wilTi about 2,000 
other persons left the city the after- 
noon before to attend tbo (irant ob- 
sequies, and thousands of others 
availed themselves of tbo general 
cessation of all buainess to take sliort 
excursions into the mountains and 
down the river to Ml. Vernon, tlic 
tomb of Washington, and lo other 
points. Allogetber tho day was a 
very quiet and solemn one, and ex- 
cept for tho salutes fired every half 
hour and the tolling of bells during 
the day, together with the minute 
guns fired from Fort Meyer In the 
oveiiliiu, supreme quiet would have 
reigned. 

Iteforo Hie President and his Cabi- 
net officers left, however, some of the 
hungry office seekers managed to get 
a few crumbs from flic democratic 
table. .Itidjjiiig from tlic iinmberof 
promiiieiil Senators and newspaper 
men in the city last week, some pow- 
erful poiitieal influence must have 
been brought to bear on the Presi- 
dent for appointments, which It was 
hoped he would make before leaving 
for his four weeks recreation in Hie 
Adiroiidttcks. You need not tliere- 
foro be surprised If some importaiii 
appointments in the states are made 
during the President's absence, al- 
althongb it has been stated thai he 
would take no political cares into 
the woods with bim. 

It has for years been the custom to 
allow departmental clerks thirty 
days leave of absence in a year, and 
thirty days additional "sick leave" 
with pay. But this lias been chang- 
ed soaa to allow only thhty (lays ill 
all. This leavo has usually been lak- 
011 in tbo aummer months, but so far 
this year but few leaves have been 
granted In tho same nioiitlisin previ- 
ous years. Many of Iho clerks arc 
t'ciul'iil that if they should lake a 
Iciivc it might be e.vtcnded indclinile- 
ly without pay, and so their conraf;e 
lo ask for ll ia very weak. But tliei k 
is little need of any one leaving 
Washington iu aummer. At this sea- 
son of tbo year the foliago,plauls and 
shrubbery which adorn our circles 
and parks are in the bight of their 
glory. The least observant iicrsun 
can scarcely pass by them without 
being coiicious of a pleasurable emo- 
tion. 

A count just completed of the piil - 
lie documents stored at tlic Capitol 
shows licit Ihcre are about 7(X).00() of 
such documents stored there. There 
usod to be a great demand for Agri- 
cultural Reports, but not such a large 
demand of late years, as most people 
have tlioii};lit ; tor some years past 
there have been as many as 10,000 
copies a year left Uiidistrlhuted. 

The Medical Museum, which oc- 
cupies tbo old Ford's Theatre on 
Tenth street, made heroic by the as- 
sassination of President I. ineolii in it, 
is in luck. t'niif;iess at its last ses- 
sion appropriated if'AlO.OOO for the 
erection of a new building. The site 
selected Is tho Smitlisonlau grounds, 
where it will stand alougsidc tbo 
Smithsonian and National Museum 
buildings— places well known to 
every person who has eyer visited 
NVashiugtuu. Bidb just roooived for 
its eiectiou range from tlldiOOO to 
♦'2:13,000. 

Tbo next building erected ought to 
be for the Library of Congress, po as 
to relieve the crowded condition of 
tlie Capitol building, and provide 
safe repository for the thousands of 
volumiiB now stacked up sou to be 
inaccessible.

Their efforts to 
break iu caused a woman to leave 
the house by the back door and go in 
search of an ofTcer. Meeting Freese 
she asked him to go for the marshal, 
lie responded that he was marshal 
enough for that party, and went 
with the woman to the house, enter- 
ing through a rear door. Once in- 
side be (ii-ed tliioiiirli ilie ilour. |<i||. 
Ing Ilonaker and woniidin^r |,vo of 
Ills eijiiipaiiiun-. He was prompHy 
ai ic>teil, inilirleil, tried and eoiiviel- 
cd within a few days. This was the 
only legal execution ever occurring 
tnBojra'oonnty.

Granada is suffering most from 
cholera. The people attribute the 
visitation to divine wrath, and wear 
amulets to preserve tlieiu from the 
disease. Tlie priests and Sisters of 
Charity are assiduous night and day 
in atli'.,diii,!; lo Ilie waiil^of Ilie suf- 
ferers. The Arelibi.-hop lias sold bis 
dinipage in order to obtain money 
for relief measures, and lias oU'ered 
bis palace as a hospital, fseores of 
tlie vietiius of the disease drop and 
die in the streets, wlicre, in many 
i a>es, I hey reniaiu for hours before 
they are gathered up at night for a 
hurried and unceremonious burial 
in a common trench. 

Thirty-live new caites of cholera 
and tliirty one deaths from tlie dis- 
ease were reported In this city to-day. 

In til? provinces outside of the city 
tliero were seventy-flvo now cases 
ami eighteen deaths. The Director 
of Public Works and tlie wife of an- 
other government "offlcial have suc- 
eiiinbed to the disease. The niuiiiei- 
[lal aiilliorilies have decided to de- 
molish the .slums. (^)iiiel has been 
re-lured in Seville. In Saragossa 
the eiiiidilioii of alliiirs is improving, 
tiianada sutlers iVoni a lack of doc- 
tors, and medical students have been 
detailed to attend lo patients. 

Pabis, Aug. 13.— Reports received 
to-day from Marseilles state that the 
cholera there lias received a fresh im- 
petus, owing to the extreme heat. 
The number of new oases has steadi- 
ly increased and the disease is nnn- 
sually fatal in consequence of the 
lieat. 

Marseilles, Aug. 1.').— There were 
thirty-live deaths fnnii eliolera in llii.- 
eily lo-ilay. Thirteen patients were 
adlnilled Iu llie riiain Hospital, Ave 
uf whom -iii)-ei|iienlly died.

In 
ihe piovinee outside the city there 
have been reported to-day 218 deaths 
from the disease and 485 new cases, 
and in the city 213 deaths and 4.jj 
new cases. Tiirough popular agita- 
tion sanitary iutorfeience has been 
renewed in Seville. The local au- 
tlioriliet have all resigned. The 
shops are closed, no business is done, 
and the scourge has an uuobstructcd 
field. 

The Gazette savi that during the 
past twenty-four hours new 
eases of cholera and LiCiOdealh-. from 
the disease were reported tlirougli- 
out all Spain. 

tiiiiKAi.TAit, Aug 14.— All vessel 
arriving here from Portuguese ports 
are quarautiucd. There have been 
altogether only three fatal cases of 
cholera here, and the house in which 
the victims lived had forty-seven oc- 
cupants and was iu a bad fanitary 
condition. Tlie Spanish Consul re- 
ports that cholera has appeared with- 
in the Spanish linos. 

Pahis, Aug. 14.— The cholera is 
spreading to the environs of Marseil- 
les. La Liberate asserts that cholera 
has appeared at llaiicai and other 
phiee- (Ml l!ed Kiver. 

.Mah-km.i.ks, Aug. II.— There has 
hi'en twenty deallis from cholera 
hereto-day. At the I'haro Hospital 
eight cases were admitted, and two 
patieiiLs died. There arc now fifty- 
tbice patients under treatment in the 
hospital. 

Mahseilles, Aug. 15.— There were 
thirty-seven deaths froiqehoieradui- 
ing the past twenty-ioor honra end- 
ing at noon to-day. 

Madrid, Aug. 15.— There were 
4,819 new cases of cholera and 1,S40 
deaths from the disease reported yes- 
terday throughout Spain. 

Paiiis, Aug. 15.— The National, the 
lirsl .lonriial lo aiiiioiiiiee the appear- 
ance of cholera al .Marseilles, insists 
that the niiiiihi u| dniih-, that have 
occurred there IVi.iii ihe disease is 
still much uiidcrraled. 

(iiiuiAi.TAi:. .Viiij. l.'i.— Tlie exist- 
ence of cholera wilhin the Spanish 
lines was ollicially declared to-day 
and the disease is spreading. There 
were four deaths here to-day from 
cholera, traced to infection contracted 
on Spanish soil. A depuUtlon wait- 
ed on the governor of Gibraltar to- 
day and requested him lu m.ui utr 
communication with Spain, i iiis he 
refused to do. The jianic increases 
hourly and the exodus grows ctorres- 
pondingly. The populace are great- 
ly discounted over tlie condiicl of the 
military authorities in relnsing to 
adopt the necessary precautious 
again>i the introduction of cholera 
from Spain. 



Western Kentucky and the Sena- 
torship,

If Western Kenlueky hopes to get 
Ihe next Senalorship her leading men 
cannot compose their dilferenccs and 
conic to ail understanding too soon. 
That section has been long negteeted 
and even despised by the dominant 
Bluegra&s influence, and the contempt 
with which iU aspirants hiVe been 
trcatod.ii due ohielly to. two causes— 
the rancorous rivalries of its leaders 
and the lelfith intrigues of the petty 
politiclaus who have been sent to rep- 
resent those counties in the conven- 
tions and in the Legislature. 

The dltforeiiccs among the former 
have been biller and uncompromising, 
while the laller have kejit their cars 
open to every bid made \iy Ihe cuu- 
liiiig Irieksters of the Uhieurass, who 
have been profuse in their pruiiii-e> 
when they waiiteil llieaidof ihe Wes- 
tern dele.^atioiis, and scornfully iii- 
dill'erciil to them after tlielr objects 
have been aei'ouipllslicd. The dupes 
seem to learn nothing from espcricncea 
Eacli convention and each Legislature 
lias illustrated the folly of their cre- 
dulity. They breathe tbreatenings 
and hatreds for a short time, but they 
return to the same crib to be fed agai n 
with tlie same husks of worthless 
promises and violated pledges. All 
they gel is a few iiaiiseuii< pull's fruin 
the newspaper organs uf the duminant 
clique, which are sent home marked 
to be rc-iiublished iu llieir local pa- 
pers. These ihey bug to llieir bosoms 
as 80 much immortality, and vainly 
imagine themselves great statesmen 
and brilliant orators. It is pitiful to 
see this ever-recurring lllnstl'atlon of 
weakness and conceit, and to note the 
poor fruit it bears.

they even |iay the expense of keeping 
uii several Eastern eoiinties. What's 
all Ihul eumpared lo the iiromise of 
an irresponsible Upper Kentucky pol 
itician who assures first one credu 
lous fool and then another that he 
shall be put on the next Slate ticket 
as Auditor or Attorney-General, or 
perhaps aa Lieutenant Governor. 

It is more than probable that Weat- 
em Kentucky can elect the next Sen- 
ator If her RepreaenUtives will act in 
something like harmony and concen- 
trate upon a strong man, of whom 
there arc sever:il. lint it is idle to 
hope fur su't, - . .iili. l u ise.

ANCHORS AND OHAINS. 

A Uciavy I.iiikI in Tlieiiisi lvcs, Hiiil WliJ 
Ncenliil-lliiiiil Ours ,Vl-e rreferreil. 

Several large iiiles of rir-ly iron 
auclior-cliains liHing the sidewalk in 
front of a -hipsmilliing simp caused ii 
reporter to step witliin Ihe building 
aiul ask liuw many pounds uf iron u 
vessel usually carries a* a part ct itt 

out lit. 

"Manv vessels,'' said the proprietor, 
whose sliiiji is one of llie oldest in the 
city, "carry as much as forty-eight 
thousanil poiinils eaeli. To a landsman 
this naturally seems a pretty big load 
in itself, tint it forms an essential pari 
of a ship's inake-u|i. Of this thirty-six 
thousand |iiiuiiils are usually in ehaiirs 
and twelve thousand pounds in an- 
chors. Tho Henry U. Hyde, a large 
ship built in Maine, carries two anchors, 
one of which weighs seven thousand 
pounds and the other six thousand 
pounds. Kvery vessel, as well aa 
steamship, is obliged to carry five 
anchors, a .spare one and two stream 
anchors Iwsides the one in regular use 
Our largest anchors weigh eight llioii- 
sand pounds cacli. while wc have them 
as light a-fwenlv live pound-. Some 
of the largest chains are eomposi'd ol 
links tlie iron of which is two aud u 
half inches in diameter. 

"Yes, we only ileal in second hand 
materials, but vvehiHc titteil up some 
handsome vcsjicls all the same.

('onscipienlly we lind il a rule I hat 
thoroughly tested second-hand aiichurs 
and chains lind a ready sale.
